The  1979  N.O.W.  Convention  in  Milwaukee  has  now  been  history  for  nearly 
four  months*  and  the  fall  season  is  already  upon  us.  Stepping  back*  we  recall 
that  on  May  5-6  Wisconsin's  incredibly  long  winter  abated  nicely  into  a breezy 
but  warm  Saturday  and  a sho.rt-s I ee ve  Sunday  for  the  annual  show  which  was 
hosted  in  the  Red  Carpet  Expo  Center. 

Crowds  roamed  the  massive  95-dealer  bourse  and  well  stocked  exhibit  area. 
Show  chairman  A.P.  'Del'  Bertschy's  smo o th-wo rk ing  Milwaukee  Numismatic  Society 
crew  again  proved  that  large  shows  are  no  problem  to  an  adequate  work  force 
with  expe  rience . 

The  well-manned  and  maintained  registration  table  recorded  1*832  Persons. 
Business  was  brisk  to  excellent*  and  huge  quantities  of  silver  collector  coins 
were  redeemed  --  first  at  $5.75  per  dollar*  then  $5.80  Per  dollar*  and  finally 
$5.85  Per  dollar.  The  feeling  on  this  huge  surge  of  silver  coins  was  that 
these  were  the  ''better  condition''  common  coins  that  were  not  turned  into 
bullion  earlier*  when  low  and  accumulation  grade  coins  were  melted  down. 

The  exhibits  were  of  top  quality*  with  no  real  outstanding  leader.  In 
tight  competition  were  five  or  six  top-notchers  for  the  best-of-show  award. 

In  the  end*  this  much  sought  after  award  went  to  Vickie  Klausch  of  Jackson* 
Wis.*  for  her  gold  type  display. 

First  Place  winners  included:  Russ  Klausch  for  his  Spanish  Pillars*  Len 
Roosmalen  for  his  U.S.  Errors*  Pete  Phillips  for  his  Canadian  Coins*  and  Leo 
Neidenger  for  Type  Paper  Money. 

Second  Place  winners  included:  Dick  Phelps  for  Porcelain  Coins*  Jean 
Bullen  for  Five-Cents  of  Canada*  John  Wilson  for  Large  Size  Paper*  and  Irene 
Neidenger  for  Silver  Type  Coins. 

Third  Place  winners  included:  Nancy  Wilson  for  Fractional  Bills*  Harold 
Helm  for  his  1935  Silver  Certificates*  Frank  Goetsch  for  Space  Medals*  and 
Mike  Smo I e for  Rainbow  Notes  of  1869. 

There  were  no  junior  exhibits  in  competition*  a situation  some  observers 
viewed  with  alarm.  In  the  young  person  vein*  the  Alan  V.B.  Clark  Memorial 
Five-Year  Award  for  youth  was  presented  to  Krause  Publications  and  Clifford 
Mishler  for  the  ''Circulation  Finds''  column  in  Numismatic  News.  The  indi- 
vidual 1979  Clark  Award  went  to  Harold  Collins  of  Milwaukee*  who  has  been 
active  in  YN  work  in  Oconomowoc  and  the  southeastern  Wisconsin  area. 

Jerome  Tillung*  N.O.W.  secretary*  reported  membership  at  the  300  level* 
with  about  40  members  in  arrears  of  their  dues.  While  membership  is  not  a 
desirable  level*  N.O.W.  finances  are  strong  with  $3*800  in  the  fund. 

Genial  N.O.W.  president  Monte  Sherwin  was  a bit  embarrassed  at  the  Awards 
Breakfast  by  a foul-up  that  temporarily  deprived  Vickie  Klausch  of  the  Harold 
Preive  Memorial  Award*  for  the  most  educational  exhibit.  It  seems  the  award

Samuel  M.  Hay  was  born  August  7*  1825i  in  Erie  County*  Pa.»  son  of  Joseph 
and  Nancy  (Laughlin)  Hay»  well-to-do  farmers.  He  persuaded  his  parents  to  let 
him  apprentice  out  to  a tinsmith  at  the  age  of  15»  because  he  wanted  to  learn 
a trade.  By  age  19  he  had  become  a master  tinsmith. 

In  1845*  Hay  traveled  by  boat  from  Erie  to  Milwaukee*  Wis.  He  found  work 
at  his  trade  with  S.C.  Hall  in  Whitewater  and  he  remained  there  for  three  years 

In  1848*  Hay  moved  to  Oshkosh  and  opened  his  own  business  with  E.C.  Hall* 
a brother  of  his  former  employer. 

The  firm  changed  its  name  from  Hay  and  Hall  to  Hay  and  Clark  in  1851*  when 
Orson  J.  Clark  succeeded  Hall  upon  his  retirement  from  the  business. 

During  the  Civil  War*  due  to  a shortage  of  copper  cents*  16  merchants  in 
Oshkosh  issued  substitute  cents*  now  known  and  collected  as  Civil  War  Tokens. 
The  firm  of  Hay  and  Clark  was  one  of  these  merchants. 


Due  to  ill  health*  Clark  retired  in  1864  and  Samuel  took  his  own  younger 
brother  into  the  business.  The  name  changed  to  S.M.  Hay  and  Brother*  until  1892 
when  it  became  the  Hay  Hardware  Company. 

Besides  being  president  of  his  hardware  business*  S.M.  Hay  also  became 
president  of  the  First  National  Bank  of  Oshkosh  in  1865*  remaining  in  this 
position  until  his  retirement  in  January  of  1904. 

Hay  served  as  mayor  of  Oshkosh  in  1858-1859.  He  was  elected  to  the  state 
senate  in  1862.  Hay  was  appointed  by  the  governor  in  1876  to  fill  a vacancy  on 
the  state  board  of  normal  school  regents*  of  which  he  was  a member  for  15  years 
He  also  served  in  many  local  and  state  organizations. 

In  1893*  Hay  was  appointed  by  President  Beniamin  Harrison  to  serve  on  the 
U.S.  Assay  Commission  in  Philadelphia. 

It  is  not  known  whether  Samuel  M.  Hay  was  a collector  of  numismatic  mater- 
ial* but  he  certainly  left  his  name  on  the  pages  of  Wisconsin  numismatic  his- 
tory. There  are  two  varieties  of  Civil  War  Tokens  from  his  hardware  business* 
and  numerous  National  Bank  Notes  that  carried  his  signature  as  president  for 
over  38  years. 

Hay  was  married  in  1852  to  Miss  Maria  Spaulding*  of  Oshkosh*  who  passed 
away  in  1875*  leaving  three  children.  Samuel  M.  Hay  died  in  1906.

The  celebration  of  Wisconsin  Day  at  the  St.  Louis  World/s  Fair  of  1904 
took  Place  on  the  29th  day  of  June.  The  celebration  was  marked  by  a civic  and 
military  parade.  Prominent  sons  of  Wisconsin  as  well  as  the  president  of  the 
Exposition  and  the  governor  of  New  York  participated  in  the  day-long  festivi- 
ties which  were  concluded  with  an  evening  reception. 

A detachment  of  150  battalion  cadets  from  the  University  of  Wisconsin  met 
Governor  Robert  M.  LaFollette  and  his  staff  of  state  officials  at  the  Parade 
Entrance  of  the  Exposition  grounds.  From  there  they  were  escorted  to  the  Ad- 
ministration Building  where  Exposition  President  David  Francis  issued  a formal 
call  for  those  assembled  to  proceed  to  the  Wisconsin  Building  on  the  border- 
line of  the  Plateau  of  States. 

The  Merchants'  and  Manufacturers'  Octette  of  Milwaukee  furnished  music  as 
the  exercises  were  held  upon  a platform  erected  in  front  of  the  Wisconsin  Build- 
ing. Ex-governor  of  Wisconsin)  W.D.  Hoard)  president  of  the  Wisconsin  Commis- 
sion to  the  Exposition)  dedicated  the  pavilion  and  turned  it  over  to  President 
Francis.  He  indicated  that  the  three  million  people  of  Wisconsin  would  be  glad 
to  make  the  President's  acquaintance. 

''The  Badgers  are  a busy  people.  They  have  brought  one-half  their  land  un- 
der the  plow)  developed  vast  deposits  of  zinc>  lead)  iron>  building-stone  and 
the  very  best  granite. 

Wisconsin  stands  second  in  the  nation  as  a cheese-producing  state.  In  the 
Civil  War  she  sent  one-seventh  of  her  enumeration  into  the  army)  and  she  was 
glad  to  take  part  in  the  great  Universal  Exposition  of  1904)/'  Hoard  said. 

In  the  name  of  the  Exposition  management)  President  Francis  thanked  Wis- 
consin's citizens  for  their  interest  in  the  Fair  and  welcomed  them  to  an  in- 
spection of  the  attractions.  He  was  happy  to  note  that  Wisconsin  was  making  an 
effort  to  stand  among  the  first  who  were  competing  for  honors. 

Governor  Odell  of  New  York  made  a short  address  and  Kirby  Thomas  of  Super- 
ior) Wis.)  spoke  in  behalf  of  the  press. 

Governor  LaFollette  made  the  principal  address  of  the  day.  He  spoke  with 
much  enthusiasm  for  Wisconsin?  her  scenery)  her  stock)  her  farms)  fruitful  soil) 
mines)  forests  and  manufacturers  --  all  of  which  were  represented  at  the  Expo- 
sition. He  paid  a tribute  to  Thomas  Jefferson  and  concluded  with  these  words: 

''Speech  cannot  express  the  indebtedness  of  the  people  to  those  who  have 
wrought  out  in  harmony  the  greatest  work  of  the  kind  ever  accomplished  by  man. 
Every  worthy  citizen  should  count  it  a great  privilege  and  a patriotic  duty 
to  testify  appreciation  by  personally  participating  in  this  memorable  event. 

No  one  can  come  here  and  not  feel  impelled  to  carry  this  message  back  to  his 
neighbors  and  friends.  From  the  prof oundest  heart  we  thank  you  for  the  oppor- 
tunity to  see  the  Exposition  and  the  welcome  you  extended  to  us.  We  Pledge 
you  the  most  cordial  support  of  Wisconsin.''

PAST  N.O.W.  EDITOR  MERITS 
TOP  N.L.G.  LITERARY  AWARDS 

Two  of  the  top  awards  presented 
by  the  Numismatic  Literary  Guild 
during  its  July  31  program  held  in 
conjunction  with  the  American 
Numismatic  Association  convention 
in  St.  Louis*  Mo.*  went  to  Trey 
Foerster*  former  NOW  NEWS  editor. 

Both  of  the  awards  pulled  down 
by  Foerster  were  the  Guild's  top 
recognitions  of  news  writing 
contributions  to  the  field  of 
numismatic  journalism. 

A series  of  news  reports  that 
Foerster  authored  on  the  Cultural 
Preservation  Act*  better  known  by 
its  H.R.  5643  and  H.R.  3403  legis- 
lative bill  numbers*  won  for  him 
the  NLG's  award  for  the  Best  Spot 
News  Story. 


The  NLG's  nod  for  the  Best  Coin 
Article  in  the  newspaper  category 
also  went  to  Foerster.  His  "Pope 
Paul  VI:  The  Peaceful  Pilgrim'' 
presented  the  life  story  of  the 
Pilgrim  Pope*  along  with  a charted 
listing  of  the  coins  issued  to 
commemorate  his  worldwide  visits. 

In  the  newspaper  category* 
Foerster  and  WORLD  COIN  NEWS,  of 
which  he  is  associate  editor,  came 
home  with  four  out  of  six  awards 
given. 

The  Publication's  May  1*  1979, 
TOREX  special  issue*  which  Foers- 
ter assembled,  received  the  NLG's 
Best  Issue  award.  That  same  issue 
carried  a story  on  ''Canadian 
Trade  Dollars*''  by  Jerry  Remick 
and  Serge  Pelletier,  who  both 
received  silver  trays  denoting 
the  Best  Medal  and  Token  Article 
in  the  newspaper  category.

21  WISCONSIN  NATIONALS 
SHONE  AT  MEMPHIS  SALE

An  about  uncirculated  (AU) 
Series  1902  $20  National  Bank 
Note  on  Berlin's  First  National 
Bank  was  the  featured  lot  among 
21  Wisconsin  Nationals  to  cross 
the  auction  block  during  the 
June  16  Hickman  & Oakes  sale  at 
the  International  Paper  Money 
Convention  in  Memphis*  Tenn. 

Cataloged  as  ''A  beauty. 

Crisp*  well  centered  and  gently 
handled*'/  and  carrying  a $100+ 
estimate*  the  note  became  the 
subject  of  heavy  bidder  competi- 
tion until  it  was  hammered  down 
at  $350.  Although  notes  on  this 
small  city  in  Green  Lake  County 
are  by  no  means  common*  the 
strong  demand  for  the  note  is 
attributed  principally  to  its 
choice  condition*  a major  factor 
in  today's  National  Currency 
market. 

A second  note  on  the  bank*  a 
Date  Back  1902  Series  in  VF 
grade*  sold  for  $175*  a full 
$100  over  pre-sale  estimate. 

Earlier  Nationals  in  the  Wis- 
consin consignment  were  a trio 
of  Series  1882  Brown  Backs.  The 
best  of  these  proved  to  be  a VF 
$10  specimen  from  The  First  N.B. 
of  Appleton*  which  realized  $160. 
From  the  same  city*  but  on  The 
Citizens  N.B.*  a $20  Brown  Back 
in  fine  condition  was  bid  to 
$130.  The  third  Brown  Back*  also 
grading  fine*  was  a $10  on  The 
Wisconsin  N.B.  of  Milwaukee.  It 
was  sold  for  $95. 


The  Series  1902  Red  Seals* 
always  popular  among  type  col- 
lectors in  any  state*  were  repre- 
sented in  the  Hickman  & Oakes 
sale  by  a pair  issued  by  Milwau- 
kee's First  N.B.  The  fine  condi- 
tion $5  and  the  VF  $10  each  was 
bid  to  $105. 

Two  more  notes  completed  the 
offering  of  Milwaukee  Nationals 
in  the  sale.  A Date  Back  $5  on 
The  First  N.B.*  grading  VG-F* 
went  to  $30*  while  a Series  1902 
fine  condition  $5  on  Milwaukee's 
National  Bank  of  Commerce  was 
sold  on  a $26  bid. 

The  lowest  price  note  in  the 
Wisconsin  group  was*  surprisingly 
the  only  Series  1929  small  size 
National  in  the  offering.  An 
about  fine  $10  on  Dunn  County's 
First  N.B.  of  Menomonie  was  sold 
at  $22.50. 

Fond  du  Lac  County  was  we  I I 
represented  in  the  sale*  with 
three  notes  from  three  different 
banks . 

From  the  county  seat*  itself* 
was  a Date  Back  $10  on  The  Fond 
du  Lac  National  Bank*  in  VF.  It 
sold  for  $50*  right  on  the  cat- 
aloged s est ima  t e . 

From  the  city  of  RiPon  was  a 
pair  of  notes.  The  1902  $20  on 
The  First  N.B.  graded  VF+  and 
sold  for  $80*  while  a Date  Back 
$10  in  fine*  issued  by  The  German 
N.B.*  sold  to  a $52.50  bidder. 

It  would  take  a local  historian 
to  determine  whether  the  Waupun 
note  in  the  sale  was  a Fond  du  Lac 
County  note  or  not  (the  Prison 
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The  notes  illustrated  above,  issued  by  the  FNB 
of  Appleton  (top,  center)  and  the  NB  of  Waupun 
(lower)  are  of  the  types  of  two  of  the  more 
interesting  Wisconsin  nationals  in  the  Memphis 
sale . 


City  sits  on  the  FDL-Dodge  County 
line)*  but  in  any  event*  the  1902 
$10  in  F-VF  condition  was  bid  to 
$70. 

A Pair  of  Third  Charter  (Series 
1902)  notes  on  Manitowoc's  First 
N.B.  was  offered.  The  VG-F  $5 
sold  for  $25*  while  the  fine  $10 
brought  $38.50. 

From  the  southern  Part  of  the 
state  was  a 1902  $10  on  The  First 
N.B.  of  Janesville.  In  VG*  it 
wold  for  $30. 

A $20  of  the  Third  Charter 
period  from  The  Commercial  N.B. 


of  Madison*  grading  only  VG* 
sold  for  $5  over  face. 

From  the  northern  border*  on 
The  Stephenson  N.B.  of  Marinette* 
a VG-F  1902  $10  sold  for  $35. 

Wrapping  up  the  consignment 
from  the  Badger  State  were  a 
couple  of  central  Wisconsin 
Nationals.  A Third  Charter  $5 
on  The  Wisconsin  N.B.  of  Shawano 
brought  $71.50  in  F-VF  condition* 
while  a VF-XF  Date  Back  $10  on 
The  Old  National  bank  of  Waupaca 
was  bid  to  $125  on  a $75  estimate.
